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Wreck on Hwy 11 South 


Proves 

The Kentucky State 
Police, Richmond Post was 
contacted about a wreck that 
had occurred 10 minutes out 
of Booneville on Route 11 
South. The KSP contacted 
the Owsley County Sheriff’s 
Office about the wreck; 
Deputy Sheriff Michael 
Havicus was dispatched to 
the accident. Approximately 
'/2 mile above Highway 846, 
Deputy Havicus found the 
wreck. He immediately 
called for backup. Deputy 
Sheriff Ivan Fletcher and 
Sheriff Kelly Shouse left for 
the accident. The Owsley 
County Sheriff’s Office 
also contacted the Owsley 
County Ambulance Service 
and the Owsley County 
Rescue Squad. KSP Trooper 
Brent Lynch was also dis¬ 
patched to the wreck. 

The preliminary 
investigation revealed that 
Tanners vehicle, a Ford 
Ranger Extended Cab, skid¬ 
ded of the road and over¬ 
turned several times before 
striking a tree. Tanner was 
ejected from the vehicle and 
was pronounced deceased 
at the scene by the Owsley 
County Coroner’s Office. 

Tanner was a 2011 
graduate of Owsley County

High School. He moved 
to Owsley County in 2001 
and attended the Sugar 



Camp School for a short time 
and was home schooled for 
several years. He was then 
enrolled in Owsley County 
Elementary School. He was 
a member of the Owsley 
County Cross Country and 
Track Team and was loved 
by many of the students and 
staff of the school. Many 
of his friends remember him 
as always being happy and 
funny. 

The following part 
of the story has been writ¬ 
ten from questions I ask his 
mother. I did not change any¬ 
thing, just copied because I 
felt it came from the heart. 

Two of Tanner’s 
most endearing qualities 
were his big heart and his 
insatiable curiosity. 

He had a contagious laugh, 
and because he loved laugh¬ 
ing, those around him always

New Voting System Approved for 2014 Elections 
Paper Ballot System Approved at the Owsley 
Fiscal Court Meeting on Aug 14,2012 

Joe Harp, from Harp Enterprises presented the memoran¬ 
dum of agreement from the state board of elections for the 4^ year 
where they would fund the paper ballot systems. Owsley is one of 
the three counties in the state of Kentucky that is not using this sys¬ 
tem. Harp stated that we are already using the paper ballot system 
in the disabled access unit, and that costs the county the vote tally 
for two systems: the paper ballot system and the current electronic 
systems. Magistrate Jesse Bishop, Jr. asked if there would be any 
cost to the county? Harp stated that the county would only have to 
pay shipping for each unit which should be approximately $1200- 
$1500. A motion was made by Jesse Bishop, Jr., seconded by Mike 
Harris to advertise bids for the paper ballot systems, motion carried. 

Lucy Burrows, Solid Waste Coordinator, told the fiscal 
court that it was time for their 5-year report. Mrs. Burrows stated 
that she had been working on the report and that she had been 
working with Wolfe County, as before, and each school would be 
getting a recycling wagon where people could take their recycled 
materials. She asked the fiscal court to approve a public meeting 
time and a special meeting to review the 5-year plan for 2013-2017. 
A motion was made by Mike Harris, seconded by Roger Reed to 
have the Pubic Meeting on Tuesday, September 4, 2012 at 8:00am 
with the special meeting following at 9:00am both in the Owsley 
County Judge’s Office, motion carried.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31 st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23,2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30,2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.
